COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Carroll County: 

Agreeably to the Laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
we hereby submit our annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1930, with a statement of the financial condi- 
tion of our county, including reports of the Treasurer, 
Superintendent of the Farm, Solicitor, Clerk of the Court, 
Sheriff and other officers. 

The number of people cared for at the Home during 
the year 1930 was somewhat larger than during recent 
years. This, together with the fact that a large amount 
of work in the way of repairs, permanent improvements 
and increased farming industries has been done, has made 
the year a most active one. A fire, which occurred the 
latter part of November, in the main building of our Home, 
has meant a great amount of added labor, but we trust will 
not be a financial detriment to the County. 

The increased expense for the care of children in va- 
rious institutions and private homes, the unusually large 
number of inmates and the added expense of the Courts 
has unfortunately made it a very expensive year for the 
County, but in comparison with reports which we receive 
from other counties we think that our expenses are com- 
paratively small. 

We wish to thank Superintendent and Mrs. Craig and 
their assistants for their very efficient services at the 
County Home, the churches, societies and all others’ who 
have contributed towards the happiness of the inmates. 
We heartily appreciate the cooperation of all town and 
county officials and extend to all a very cordial invitation 
to visit the County Home of which the citizens of Carroll 
County may feel justly proud.

At present policemen are hired by 
the dance hall proprietors and are dependent upon these 
proprietors for their pay, the result is that little ‘or no 
work is done outside the hall.
